Although complete mechanisation of 
bungle -making is not desirable in view of the fact that it 
is essentinlly a cottage industry , Provincial Governments 
concerned should consider how far and in what manner 
the bangles industry can be mechanised for improving the 
technical efficiency without, at the same time , causing 
hardship to the labour employed.

(3 ) For the economical utilisation of fuel as well as kero 
sene oil, the bangle industry should set up at an early date 
a central as plant in Firozabad with the co -operation of 
the U .
